broadcast the cure and prevention 
of malaria. Jt is a message that no 
one should forgetvand that this un- 
necessary death makes worth re- 
peating. 

As a preventive of malaria take 
six grains of quinine daily whenever 
exposed to the bite of Infected. mog 
quitoes, If malaria comes, take’ 20 
Eráins of quinine for 6-7 days and 
stop the quinine when the chills and 
fever have stopped. Such a regime 
would have saved the Jife” of our 
diplomat.

Thé total requirements of Apa- 
lachicola. would not amount to a 
fraction of what is lóst annually 
both here and throughout the South 
bécause malaria saps ambition and 
kilis initiative.
